W a s h in g t o n , April 4 .—Iu the Sen. 
ate to-day Stewart offered a resolution 
which was agreed to, directing the 
Secretary oí the Treasury to report 
w hat precautions have been taken to 
prevent the importation of lead and 
other ores from Mexico and Canada in 
violation of the revenue laws, and 
w hat legislation is necessary to pre­ 
vent the smuggling of ores. 
Some time ago Senator W althall in­ 
troduced a bill for the withdrawal of 
public lands in Mississippi from sale 
at ordinary private entry. 
The P ub­ 
lic Lands Committee, after considera­ 
tion of the m atter concluded to report 
the bill covering all public lands, and 
this morning W althall, by direction 
of the Committee,reported the follow­ 
ing substitute for his bill: “Resolved, 
T hat from and after the passage of 
th is act the pubi c lands of the United 
States, now subject to private entry, 
shall be disposed of under and ac­ 
cording to the provisions of the homo- 
stead law only.” 
Cockrell gave notice that he would 
oppose the passage of the bill. 
The Senate then briefly discussed 
the bill to reim burse the creditors of 
the Freedm en’s Savings and Trust 
Company, after 
which 
tho bond 
purchase1 bill was taken up, the pend­ 
ing question being on Beck’s am end­ 
ment. 
Teller criticised the statem ent of 
M cPherson as to the the country be­ 
ing within sixty days on a silver ba­ 
sis, with gold at a premium, if the 
am endm ent should hecomo a law. 
H e declared there was nothing iu the 
financial experience of the country, 
or 
of 
th e 
world, 
that 
would 
justify a statement 
th it if $ 2 5 0 , - 
000,000 
of 
silver 
coin 
were 
put on 
the 
market, 
any 
dif­ 
ference would be made in the rela­ 
tive value of silver dollars and silver 
bullion. 
He denied there was any 
intrinsic value iu money, whether 
gold, silver or paper. It had simply 
a value corresponding with its ability 
to absorb things. The silver question 
h e said did not cut any particular 
figure iu the 
pending bill. 
The 
am ount of silver 
that 
would be 
coined under the Beck am endment 
would be insignificant, and would 
have 
little 
or 
no 
influence 
in the value of silver, hut it would 
tell the world th at the great silver pro­ 
ducing country of the world was sat­ 
isfied it did not make a mistake when 
it partially remonetized silver, and 
th at step by step it pioposed to go on 
until there was a complete recognition 
of silver a* money metal in all res­ 
pects with gold. 
The question was 
taken on the Beck am endm ent, au d it 
was agreed to by 37 to 13. 
Reagan 
offered an 
am endm ent 
directing the purchase and cancella­ 
tions of bonds with ihe $10,000,000 of 
gold in the Treasury, for the resump­ 
tion of legal tender notes. 
Farwell asked if he pretended to 
say th at legal tender note3 was not a 
debt as shown upon their faco. 
Reagan said technically they were 
a debt, but practically, they were 
m oney; the easiest way to reduce the 
surplus and relieve taxation was by 
th e adoption of his am endment. 
Later Reagan withdrew tho am end­ 
m ent on the assurance of Beck that 
he would have au opportunity to offer 
it with another bill. 
Sherman moved to amend Beck’s 
am endm ent by substituting silver bul­ 
lion for silver coin, over the two m il­ 
lions mouthly, but 
the presiding 
officer ru!d it out of order. 
Sherman said that he know his 
am endm ent was not in order, but he 
w anted to show the Senate the effort 
to force upon the body, m atter which 
has not been carefully examined by 
the committee. 
The Senator from 
Texas had spoken of there being 
great distress in the country; Sher­ 
m an 
attributed 
this distress 
to 
the 
fact th at 
the 
administral ion 
had not ex ecutod ihe law giving it 
full power to use the surplus in the 
purchase of bonds. Tho Democratic 
House had also refused to pass the 
Senate bill allowing National bank 
currency to be issued to the full 
am ount of the bonds deposited. The 
effect of this policy is that, since the 
present administration 
came 
into 
power, National bank currency has 
been reduced by $170,000,000, and 
th at 
was 
not 
all. 
W hen the 
banks 
commenced 
to 
reduce, 
th e only way they could dp it 
was 
by depositing 
United States 
notes in the treasury, and that they 
liad done to the extent of $102,000,000. 
T hat $102,000,000 of 
United States 
notes woe now tied up as the result o 
the fault iu the action of the House. 
So the result of that policy of the 
Democratic party was to make a double 
contraction of currency. The distress 
could easily be relieved by continuing 
the efficient national banking system 
and by removing the present restric­ 
tions on the issue of national banking 
currency. 
Sherman spoke of the overthrow of 
the national banks os something that 
would be ‘‘a feather in th e cap” of the 
Democratic party, and yet the nation­ 
al bank currency was the best that 
ever existed. 
Ho stood there to de­ 
fend the national banking system, 
which was insidiously sought to be 
overthrown by the various proposi­ 
tions submitted with the bill. There 
h ad been an effort to underm ine it 
ever since the Democrat c parly came 
into power. 
He would notrsay th at of 
the Executive heud of the Adminis­ 
tration, bnt by representatives who 
cam e 
mainly' from tho Southern 
•States. 
After opposing the silver bullion 
proposition in the pending measure, 
Sherm an said he. never had been 
against silver. If the polio" which he 
had always advocated 
had been 
adopted and acted upon, silver would 
never have depreciated in market 
value as it lias dome. 
The mainte­ 
nance of silver on a par with gold was 
a wise act of public policy, and if it 
could not be brought op to that stand­ 
ard, an approach to it could be made 
and then by a convention of the 


European nations, a new ratio might 
possibly be established and gold and 
silver bo placed side by side as in the 
S 
ast; but while gold and silver were 
ifferently rated in the market, no 
single power in the world could bring 
them together, and if the United 
States attem pted it, it would reach 
finally a single silver basis, thus de­ 
taching this country from the com­ 
mercial relations of the world. 
He had no objection whatever to 
tho issue of silver certificates 
on 
bullion in the treasury at its m arket 
value. 
The United States should have 
done as the Latin nations did, not 
coin any moie silver than was neces­ 
sary for ordinary transactions. 
On 
the balances of silver bullion, certifi­ 
cates could have been issued from the 
beginning, and could now. The pro­ 
position of the Senator from Texas 
would difsipate the gold now held for- 
the redemption of legal tender notes, 
and would draw it abroad aud into 
banks, to be boarded, and then when 
some black Friday came there would 
be a gap between coin and legal 
tender notes, and gold and silver bul­ 
lion would be a t a premium. 
He was willing to do all that can be 
done to maintain silver, provided the 
Senate stands by him in maintaining 
the two metals at par with each other, 
until, by common consent of the ua- 
tionsof the world, there may be a 
ratio fixed approaching the present 
one. 
Allison said he had voted for Beck’s 
amendment respecting silver, and saw 
nothing in it that had a tendency 
in the slightest degree 
to alarm 
tho 
i>eople 
of 
the 
country 
as 
respects silver coinage. The silver 
legislation of 1873 
had 
boon, he 
thought, fuily and thoroughly justi­ 
fied. 
It would not have been possible 
to have maintained resumption wiih- 
out it. 
L e wanted to say to all busi­ 
ness men who m ight be alarmed lest 
we coined a million or two of silver 
this year more than we ought to, 
that there would ba an outflow of 
gold. 
He would not say 
what 
would happen if wo should so adjust 
our internal affairs as respects the rev­ 
enue laws as to chauge the balance of 
trade against us, becauso when that 
time comes when we become a debtor 
nation inste id of a creditor nation, 
whether or not gold would go then, he 
was not prepared to say. 
While he 
was as reaily as any other Senator 
to 
find 
a 
just cause of alarm 
as respects the situation of our cur­ 
rency, he did not believe the added 
coin 
which 
would 
result 
from 
Beck’s am endm ent would amount to 
tue one thousandth part of a cent per 
annum as respects the great meas­ 
ure’s value which now adjusts all our 
affairs. 
McPherson moved to add to the 
bill, “ provided that nothing in this 
act shall authorize the Secretary of 
the Treasury to coin more than four 
million dollars’ worth per m onth.” 
Stewart moved to lay the am end­ 
ment on the table, and with this ac­ 
tion the Senate adjourned.

W a s h i n g t o n , April 4 . — After the

Reed of Maine and Burrows of 
Michigan, made a point of order that 
the motion to excuse was not in ord­ 
er, Reed suggesti g if it were, more 
motions would be submitted to excuse 
every member. 
The Speaker said while this might 
be very inconvenient, he thought the 
motion to excuse was in order.

There were 1 4 5 members of the m in­ 
ority. At six hours a day they could 
use up fifty days upon every vote, aud 
he gave notice now, if God spared his 
life anil this motion were adm itted, if 
he could get the minority to stand 
with him, he would do it on a question 
which would affect somebody very 
materially.

C h i c a g o , April 4.—The managers 
of the Rock Island road boldly m ain­ 
tained in court this morning that not­ 
withstanding the deuials of the B ur­ 
lington officials, 
the Rock Island 
charges were true th at the Burlington 
were trying by rate wars and strikes 
to force the formation of a great W est­ 
ern railway trust. The Rock Island 
oatered a motion that while the m at­ 
ter would be referred to a master before 
whom testimony should be taken to 
establish the truth of the charges, 
voluntary affidavits would not be ob­ 
tainable from some of the witnosses. 
The Rock Island asserts in its papers 
accompanying the motion for reference 
of the case to a master to put wit­ 
nesses upon the rack of exam ination 
aud cross-examination, th at leave 
was asked from the court to get affida­ 
vits from some proposed witnesses 
who have 
SUDDENLY LEFT 
The 
im mediate jurisdiction of the 
court. 
Among these are Charles E. 
Perkins, President oí tho C. B. & Q 
road, P. M. A rthur, 
Chief of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive EngiiXjers,

The Rock Island m akes rejoinder iu 
conclusion that yesterday's affidavit 
of Henry B. Stone, General Manage, 
of the Burlington, displays a temper 
jfnd recklessness in assertion and de­ 
nial which renders it eminently proper 
that he bo subjected to cross-examina­ 
tion under circumstances which will

Between tho attorneys of the two 
corporations. W irt Dex'.er, for the 
Burlingron, warmly declared that the 
Kock island officials were attem pting 
a boycott against the Burlington, and 
that a boycott was a criminal, indict­ 
able offense in Illinois. Judge Gres­ 
ham interposed at this point by ad­ 
journing until the afternoon. 


NO INJUNCTION GRANTED. 
W hen the court re-convened the ar­ 
guments were resumed. At the con­ 
clusion, Judge Gresham said, even if 
tho trust allegations made by the 
Hoi k Island were true, it did not re­ 
lieve that road from its duty as a com­ 
mon carrier. Again, he did not think 
the Rock Island hail refined to do its 
duty. 
The Burlington did not need 
protection from this, its strongest com­ 
petitor, and as there was no danger 
of injury accruing to the “ Q” road, no 
injunction would be issued just now. 
Futuro developments, he said, might 
alter this order.

The Boycott Raised a n d the “ Q” 
Overwhelmed. W ith F reight. 


C h ic a g o , April 4 .—The final result 
of the meetings of employes of tho 
various roads in the city, which began 
yesterday afternoon and lasted until a 
late hour last night, was announced 
this morning in the declaration that 
the boycott of “ Q” cars has been per­ 
m anently raised and that henceforth 
the contest will be confined strictly to 
“ Q” system. 
All strikes except 
the “ Q” were to stop forthw ith, and 
all those which were im m inent were 
to be averted. The business of C hi­ 
cago is to be restored and m aintained 
by the strikers with strict decorum. 
Other roads were absolved from the 
requirement of strict neutrality, and 
violence is to be discountenanced, ac­ 
cording to the well known policy of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive E n­ 
gineers. 
The arrangements agreed 
upon, it is stated, are directly due to 
the exertions of Chief Arthur of the 
Brotherhood of 
Engineers, Grand 
Master Sargent of the Fireman, Grand 
Master Monoghan of the Switchmen’s 
Association, Mayor Roche and Mark 
Crawford; also representative switch­ 
men. 
THE FINAL DECISION 
Was reached by the mass meeting 
held w ith closed doors last evening 
anil which was addressed by General 
Manager Jeilerys, of£the Illinois Cen­ 
tral. 
Fifteen hundred railway em ­ 
ployes were present at the meeting, 
representing elements which had pre­ 
viously been at times antagonistic. 
Grand Master Sargeut, of the Fire­ 
men’s Brotherhood, was the first 
speaker. 
He stated that lie came not 
only a3 a representative of the fire­ 
men, but also to voice the views of 
Chief A rthur of the engineers. The 
strike on the Burlington was a just 
cause and they had used every honor­ 
able means to treat with the company. 
With such a record behind them , it 
would not be proper for the strikers to 
stand by and see helpless -people suf­ 
fer from the base practices of the 
company. 
Sargent urged, therefore, that the 


boycott be raised, and the “ Q” de­ 
prived of its most dangerous weapon. 
General Manager Jeffreys, of the 
Illinois Central, told the men of the

A general tie-up, and appealed to 
them to shield their fellows from 
such infliction. 
He said his com- 
■pany would not concur in a genera! 
black-list of the Burlington strikers by 
the railroads, and he would use his in­ 
fluence with the managers of railroads 
toward the same result. 
Grand Master Monoghan, of the 
Switchmen's Association, emphasized 
the points of the two preceding speak­ 
ers so well th at the boycott was de­ 
clared raised, and the meeting decided 
to redouble the fight against the 
Burlington.

side of the plaza. A panic seized th» 
vast assemblage and

Was the result. The plaza was cm» 
structed of wooden masts, reeds, etc.r 
and it was due to this fact that the 
majority escaped 
without 
injury, 
being able to force an opening to per­ 
mit an exit at tbe different points, 
but many women and children jump­ 
ed from the top, a distauce of tw o 
hundred to three hundred feet, and 
over one hundred persons were ser­ 
iously wounded. 
Eighteen lives wers 
lost. The side of tho plaza being lined 
with m atting os dry as tinder and 
there being a slight wind blowing, the 
am pi theatre was in a blaze in á few 
seconds.

Testimony Taken Yester­ 
day at the Trial. 


■ASLAN'S WATCH AND KINO. 


Be u i H it lie Went Riding to 
Compton the Day Before 
the Morder. 


The Woolsteen cese occupied the 
attention of Judge Cheney’s court end 
A good many people yesterday, as it is 
likely to do for a number of days to 
come. 
The first witness examined 
wee Anson Stephens, who testified: 
I reside near Compton, near the Bar- 
bey place. I know Hattie Wooleteen, 
•he having been at my house some 
time in July last. 
She was stopping 
a t Mrs. Bar bey’a at the time. 
She 
was at my house three different times. 
The last time Mrs. Bar bey was with 
her. 
I recognize Miss Woolsteen as 
the lady in court. Miss Hatiie was at 
a y place on the 6th of October, or at 
least my children said it was her. 
She came to my place in company 
w ith a man of medium height, light 
complexion and 
sandy moustache. 
He wore a broad-brimmed, light col­ 
ored hat. 
They drove up, hitched 
•nd went to the orchard. The man af­ 
terwards came out where 1 was and 
Mked me some questions relative to my 
■dace. 1 was not near enough to Miss 
Hattie to recognize her. The man ap- 
r 
Mired to desire to purchase the place, 
did not know of the burning of the 
barn until the morning of the 7th. 1 
went to the place and discovered that 
• charred body was among the ashes 
and remains. 
The body was lying 
breast downward. The left arm was 
extended and burned off. 
The right 
arm was burned off between the el­ 
bow ftad wrist. The right side of the 
bead was also burned, but part of the 
face was not destroyed, including IUO | 
upper lip and moustache. 
I took a 
part of a letter from the vest pocket. 
(Letter identified,) and Mr. Malcome 
took up pieces of clothing which were 
under the remains. There was a cuff 
button and a broken dice block also 
found. 
(All of the articles exhibited 
to the witness and identified.) I never 
•aw the man who came to my place 
with Miss Hattie before that time or 
afterward. 
Cross-examination: Miss Hattie and 
her companion went to the orchard 
with my son. They had some talk 
with him about buying the farm. 
When they came back they came to 
where I was, while Miss Woolsteen 
untied the horses and got into the 
boggy. The man gave me a canl with 
bis name and address, and we agreed 
that my son should meet him in Los 
Angeles the next day, when he said 
he would tell us whether he would 
take the place, lie wore dark clothes 
and a sombrero hat, something like a 
cowboy’s hat. There was a hole in 
the right Bide of the bead just above 
and in front of the ear. The top of 
the head was burned away. There 
was about two inches of the skull in­ 
tact above the hole, but it all crum­ 
bled away when the body was moved. 
lid-direct examination; I sent my 
•on to Los Angeles to mee1, the party 
who called with Miss Woolateeu, but 
•iter calling at bis office on Main, 
street he did not find him. The name 
he gave us was C. N. F arlan. He told 
us be had a real estate office, but we 
found it to be a dentist’s. 


JO H N STEPH EN S, 
• 
Being called and sworn, testified: I 
reside at Garvanzo. I lived at Santa 
Ana in October last, and am familiar 
* with the Barbey farm. I was on the 
premises on the 7th of October, 1887. 
I found the barn had been burned and 
in the ruins I discovered a body 
burned to a crisp. I was at my fath­ 
er’s place on the 6th of October. 1 
saw a gentleman who afterwards told 
me his name was Harlan and a lady 
who I now recognize was Miss Wool- 
•teen, driving about near our place. 
I understood they wanted to buy a 
place, so saddled my horse and rode 
•bout two miles when I overtook 
them. I told them I had a place to 
•ell, 
or 
one 
belonging 
to my 
father. They said they would come 
back. I rode to the house and put 
up my horse, and when I came out of 
the barn they were driving up to the 
house. 
We then went down through 
the orchard. Harlan introduced Miss 
Woolsteen to me as Miss Hattie, a 
friend. They conferred with one an­ 
other and myself about the place. 
Harlan teld me he wished to pur­ 
chase the place for Miss Hattie. I 
told them there was a mortgage on 
the place and they could let it stand. 
Miss Hattie said money was no ob­ 
ject. She would pav all the money 
down if she should lake it, os she 
would not have a mortgage hanging 
over her. As we went through the 
orchard Harlan plucked an apple, and 
taking a bite out of it, gave it to 
Hattie, saying, 
“That 
is sweet, 
Hattie.” 
She took it, and after

He gave her grupes also. 
When we got back to the house Miss 
Woolsteen went to the buggy and 
Harlan and I to the barn, where we 
had

He asked me there if I 
would give him the usual commission 
I told him I would. He then wrote 
his name and address on a card and 
asked me to meet him at his office 
the next day. (Card identified.) 
Cross-examination: I know the barn 
was burned between the 6th and 7th. 
It was in ashes on the morning of the 
7th. On ti>e 6th I saw Harlan and 
Miss Woosteen drive into the Barbey 
place. Harlan told me his frieDd 
Hattie wished to buy the place for her 
folks who were coming from the East. 
He said she wanted an improved 
place that her people might move 
right in. They appeared well pleased 
with the place and said the pnce was 
reasonable. Miss Hattie appeared to 
prefer ten acres, but Harlan told me 
fie thought he could get her to take 
the whole thirty-five acres. Ho said 
the commission on ten acres would 
cot amount to much.

He drove 
a bay span of mares and was dressed 
in a dark suit and wore a broad-brim­ 
med hat.

Testified: I reside one mile from 
Compton; I have seen Miss Wool- 
teen; I do not know when, but think 
it was in July; I was making hay at 
the time.

Some one baa very aptly written 
that the Trust is a thing which can 
only be defended by a criminal law­ 
yer in active practice; and, in follow­ 
ing this logical conclusion the Demo­ 
cratic press of California has, almost 
in unity, condemned the sway of the 
Lumber Trust of the Pacifii coi9t. 
Occasionally a Republican paper, less 
handicapped by subserviency than its 
fellows of that ilk, comes to the fore 
and denounces the Lumber Trust. 
The evil-doing, or rather the evil 
effects of the Pacific Lumber Tru<* 
are keenly felt in South California It 
is hardly questioned or dispute! that 
the combination of the lumber firm ^ 
of the north is the real cause of the 
prevailing high price of lumber in the 
aonth. It costs no more to-day to put 
lumber on the home market than it 
did two years ago; yet the price of 
lumber has increased, in the two 
years, nearly 50 per cent. Thisad- 
Yance in the price of lumber has been 
attained through the Trust by a sys­ 
tem not far, if any, removed from 
legalized robbery. 
The Trust is, therefore, a menace 
to the prosperity of South Califor­ 
nia, and a potent factor in retarding 
its growth. With lumber at the pres­ 
ent prices building is pre vented, towns 
checked in their development, immi­ 
grants held from settling, and lauds 
left uncultivated. Wage-earners have 
to pay high rents, because houses 
cannot be built except at an extrava­ 
gant figure. The raisin and fruit in­ 
dustries have to pay heavy tribute to 
the Trust in the advanced cost of 
boxes. The number o? raisin boxes 
used is about 1,000,000, orange boxes 
750.000, fresh fruit boxes over 3,000, 
000, and boxes for canned fruits and 
vegetables over 1,000,000; 
total, 
6.750.000. 
These are important 
figures when it is taken into consider­ 
ation that the boxes will cost this 
year about one-third more than they 
did in 1865-0. Thus the hardsbip 
worked against the leading industries 
of South California is readily seen. 
A Republican contemporary has the 
grace to say: 
Not content with advancing the 
prices for lumber to unreasonably 
high figurep, the lumber combination 
ia working to reduce the pay of log­ 
gers, againet which the latter natural­ 
ly rebel, and if the reduction is per­ 
sisted in, it may lead to the breaking 
up of the Trust, or at any rate, to a 
lower range of values for lumber. The 
Trust is one of those things that want 
•11 flesh but no bones, perfectly will­ 
ing to distribute the latter with lavish 
hands to all persons not in the ring, 
•nd at the same time crying out for 
•11 the protection possible to be 
•eeured. 
Why not free lumber, as a remedy 
for the extortions of the Trust? It 
would break up the power of the un­ 
holy combination to a certainty. The 
removal of the eighteen per cent, ad 
valorem duty, which now increases 
the price of lumber about $4 a thou­ 
sand feet, would let in the competi­ 
tion of British Columbia, and that 
would furnish South California and 
the rest of the Pacific Coast with 
cheap lumber. 
The present tariff 
doss not protect over twenty firms;of 
mill owners, and they, through 
combination, oppress a vast imputa­ 
tion of nearly two millions of people 
and cripple the industries of the vast 
territory which they inhabit. 


observer of the correctness of this 
statement. The contractor has dug 
the foundation to a depth of six to 
twelve feet below the ground level. 
This excavation is filled with a com­ 
pact 
bed 
of 
“concrete,” that 
is, email stones, gravel and ce­ 
ment, to support the foundation. 
This is to be of solid granite masonry, 
which will rise to a couple of feet 
above the level of the ground. All 
the sills, steps and other like parts of 
the building are to be of granite. 
Some three car-loads of this stone are 
received here daily. If any one 
imagines we have no building t-tone 
here, lie should inspect the block* be­ 
ing trimmed for the new court house. 
Many of them are twelve feet long, 
and two feet in each of their oilier di­ 
mensions. These are, tome grey gran­ 
ite, and others brown. Both are ex­ 
ceedingly compact, of fine grain and 
beautifully marked. 
To make the foundations more sub­ 
stantial, near the bottom the trench is 
made to widen, so that for the lowest 
two feet the "concrete” flares out 
both ways from the center, thus pre 
venting any spreading of the material 
under pressure of the heavy walls to 
go on top. 
The body of “concrete” where the 
great central tower is to stand is six 
feet deep, and extends over an area 
tw. nty-six by thiriy-six feet: This 
tower rises to a great height, and 
will be very massive. 
Our Board of Supervisors are doing 
all they can to pU9h along the con­ 
struction of the building, but prefer 
not to press matters to such a pitch 
that anything will have tobe slighted. 
The foundations are mostly laid. 
Much of the stone is prepared, and a 
stage will soon ba reached where the 
work of a week or two w ill make a 
showing.

WRECK 


Details of the San Fer­ 
nando Disaster. 


CONDITION OF T H E IN JU R E D 


Scenes on 
th e Spot — T e rrib le 


D eath o f E n g in eer W esterfteld 


an d F irem an B rooks. 


The facts given in these columns on 
Wednesday morning regarding the 
railroad disaster near San Fernando 
were all corroborated yesterday, and 
proved to be the only authentic ac­ 
count presented to the public. The 
H erald reporter rem ained at the 
depot all night awaiting an oppor­ 
tunity to proceed to the wreck, and 
this Qnally occurred at 7 :10 a . m. when 
S a 20, which had been held all night 
for orders, was directed to proceed to 
San Fernando. 
Coroner M eredith 
kept watch with the newspaper man 
in his nocturnal vigil, an d it was with 
great relief th at they found themselves 
steaming away to the scene of the 
disaster. 
San Fernando was reached 
about 8:15, and there was a large 
crowd assembled at the depot when the 
train pulled in. 
The conductor was 
directed to side-track and await further 
orders from the front, so the H kkal 
man proceeded to obtain all the par­ 
ticulars ho could from the congrega­ 
tion at the dej»ot. 
It appears that 
the first inform a'ion that reached 
San 
Fernando 
of 
the 
disaster 
was through the medium of a traveler 
who drove iu and stated that an acci­ 
dent had occurred near the tunnel. 
Shortly afterwards a man was ob­ 
served' limping along the track, and 
he proved to be one of the^ victims 
who had escaped with slight injuries. 
An engine and caboose were at once 
manned and went as quickly as pos­ 
sible to the scene, w here a horrible 
siglit was awaiting them . 
A heap of 
drbri* scattered all over the track, 
men 
sitting 
about 
uloody 
and 
disheveled, and on a pile of cushions 
lay all th at was mortal of Engineer 
Westerfield, who had left the city in 
the morning full of life and hope, and 
now was naught hut 
a bleeding 
corpse. 
Groans of Buffering men re­ 
sounded piteously, and laboring to 
rescue their imprisoned comrades u 
num ber of trainm en were hard at 
work upon the pile of ruins th at lay 
upon tiie track. 
A low groan of hor­ 
ror went up as those engaged about 
engine No. IDS brought to light the 
mangled and almost unrecognizable 
rem ains of Harry Brooks, one of the 
most popular firemen on the road, 
and, 
indeed, 
it was a 
pitiable 
sight Ur RJe so strong a life snapped 
off in the very bloom 
of youth. 
The foreman of tho work-train was 
the next discovered, and was quite 
helpless uh he was conveyed to a 
temporary shelter made by the side 
of the track. 
Engineer Feazele was 
almost buried beneath a mass of tim ­ 
bers, but w hen extricated did not ap­ 
pear to he severely injured, anti so 
the work went on and all the aid that 
could be extended to the sufferers 
was given by willing hands. About 8 
o’clock a warning whistle from the 
south was heard, and at express 
speed steamed up an engine and tour­ 
ists’ car, from which alighted Doctors 
K irkpatrick and Frost, Mr. J . Thom p­ 
son and a num ber of aides, who had 
been recruited in tho Los Angeles 
yards. Tho physicians went ;o work 
with commendable energy binding 
up wounds, adm inistering stim ulants 
to those whose injuries were serious, 
and in even- way possib e relieving 
the needs of the afflicted men, who 
hailed their 
visitors with delight. 
Brooks’ rem ains were then placed by 
the side of three of the most badly in­ 
jured survivors, and with this sorry 
load the relief train, accompanied by 
the physicians nam ed, returned to 
Loa Angeles. 
At 
San Fernando, 
Brooks’ body was deposited in the 
freight house, and the train proceeded 
w ith die injured men to Los Angeles, 
arriving here about 1 :40 a. m. yester­ 
day, w hen tho sutf-rers were at once 
sent to the Sisters’ Hospital. 
Such was the gist of the informa­ 
tion in possession of tho H e r a ld man 
affcsr half an hour’s inquiries and as 
there appeared to be no opportunity 
to proceed, by means of rail, to the 
wreck, the scribe hired a muleteer to 
convey him by road to the scene. 
C rack! wont the w hipandalonga level 
road aiied the I’ght wagon at a rapid 
pace, the beasts of burden 
being 
urged on by whip and cry of the 
M exicau driver, who was anxious to 
earn a few pexos. 
It was about four 
miles by road to where the accident 
occurred and at the journey’s end 
was indeed 


A SCENE OK DESTRUCTION. 
Engine No. 198, the huge ten­ 
wheeled 
locomotive 
th at 
headed 
height train No. 24, was a complete 
wreck and bent in twain like a half­ 
opened jack-knife. The pilot and the 
tank were both embedded in the 
ground and the center of the cab was 
thrown up in mid air. Tho vehicle 
lay on top of an em bankm ent and by 
its side lay the “ hog” engine No. 251, 
whieh, however, escaped with com­ 
paratively small damage. 
Its pilot 
was broken and the end of the tank 
smashed, but the main part of the 
engine wos alm ost uuhurt and it will 
not entail a very great expenditure to 
put it in running order again. 
Four 
em pty box cars in a shapeless m ats 
lay 
piled 
up 
and 
a 
piece 
of the track was torn from its moor­ 
ings 
About half a mile up the lino 
stood the engine of the work train 
capped by all that was left of the old 
passenger coach which was used to 
convey the workmen to and from the 
scene of their labors. 
A num ber of 
men were hard at work putting in a 
subsidiary track, and the wrecking 
train which had arrived in the early 
part of the night stood conveniently 
by to aid the laborers in their hercu­ 
lean task. 
The H k b a l d man subsequently en­ 
gaged in conversation with section 
forem auTim McDonald, who was on 
the wrecked train, and obtained from 
him the fo lio 'in g statem ent: “ Wo 
were engaged in clearing out the tun­ 
nel, and having 2,000 feet to do had a 
big job on our hands. 
We worked 
until 0 c’elock, when the hour to quit 
arrived, but did not know what \o do 
about going in. 
Train No. 24, north­ 
bound, was overdue two or three 
hours, so when the train for Santa 
B arbara came along, Upson, the con­ 
ductor of the work-train, asked where 
24 was. 
He was told ‘We passed her 
at San Fernando,’ so, thinking that it 
m ight 1)6 possible to reach that point 
ere she pulled out, he gave orders to 
Engineer Westerfield to Btart out for 
home at a lively rate. 
There were 
eight laborers on board in addition to 
the train-hands, who were composed

the car looking out, as I knew th a t No. 
24 was somewhere near us on the 
road. We had got about one and 
three-quarter 
miles south of 
the 
tunnel to a point 
where 
there 
is

suddenly I saw a puff of smoke. 
Engineer Westei field saw it too, for 
he immediately reversed his lever, 
but this precaution was futile. Hound 
I he curve came No. 24, her t wo en­ 
gines puffing and groaning with the 
effort of climbing the grade, and lie- 
fore you could say ‘Jack Robinson 
• hey dashed upon us. 
1 jumped just 
in time, alighting on my head se ere- 
ly cutting it, and also bruising my 
body in several places. When I looked 
around I beheld a sight that was sitn 
ply indescribable. 
The passenger 
coach in which we travelled on the 
work train was thrown right on to the 
engine, andas I watched it, the loco­ 
motive gave a quiver and then started 
at full speed in the direction from 
whence we had just proceeded — due 
of course to the fact of the lever having 
been reversed. The bottom was com­ 
pletely out of the car, and 1 could see 
the workmen falling through on to the 
track 03 the train sped on for the 
north. 
I may as well tell you what 
happened o utlie engine at and after 
the time of tho collision. 
Engineer 
Westerfield w asleaningout of the cab 
when the c a s h came, and tho car 
which was forced over the engine 
STRUCK HIM ON TIIE HEAD, 
Causing instantaneous death. 
Fire 
man Dorman was thrown against tho 
side of tho cab and had his thigh 
broken in two places. 
When he re­ 
covered from the temporary shock, he 
found himself speeding northward, 
and 
rem embering 
that passenger 
train No. 19 was somewhere on the 
track, he knew that the 
engine 
must be stopped or another fright­ 
ful accident would occur. 
Dragging 
his mangled limb after him he crawl­ 
ed over the boilethead, then over the 
body of his dead comrade, and reach­ 
ing th e throttle stopped 'h e train. 
Now as regards No. 24. 
It is said that 
Engineer Macklin, who was on No. 
198, the head engine, was on tho gang­ 
way when the collision occurred, and 
he was thrown to the ground and es­ 
caped with a good shaking. 
His fire­ 
man, poor fellow, met with a worse 
fate—lie was thrown between the en­ 
gine and tank and his head literally 
mashed into a jelly. Engineer Fea­ 
zele on the “ hog” jum ped, but fell in 
a had spot, as tbo box cars following 
in the wake of the tank, turned over 
and piled up on 1dm. 
His fireman, J. 
L. Butts, saw the danger ^ time 
enough 
to 
get 
away 
with 
a 
whole 
skin, 
though 
he 
was, 
of course, 
badly shaken. 
Brake- 
inan 
Lewis 
of 
the 
work 
train 
ran up the track and flagged down No. 
19, or else in all probability that 
would have been in on us and mado 
the calamity one of the m ast tragic on 
the history of the road. 
No. 19 tfien 
carao down to the 
tunnel, 
side­ 
tracked, and ran back with one caí to 
Newhall, conveying Firem an Dorman 
and a Mexican nam ed Madacades 
Luna, who was severely irjured inter­ 
nally.” 
J. 
L. Butts, 
tho 
fireman 
on 
Feazele’s engine, corr* berated the 
facts stated by McDonald and added : 
We were behind lime but were not 
running fast as it is scarcely u port of 
the road to do so. 
I doubt if we were 
going more than t> n or twelve miles 
an hour. 
W hen Macklin on the head 
engine, saw the work train ho gave a 
warning whistle, so Feazele and I 
both 
hastened to get out of the 
way. 
1 managed to get clear but 
Feazele 
fell 
right at 
the 
spot 
where the cars began to turn over 
and as soon as I could 1 started to ex­ 
tricate him . 
It wus a hard task, but 
after about an houp aud forty minutes 
with the aid of some others I m an­ 
aged to get him out. 
He was badly 
bruised but had no bones broken. 
I 
then went to work helping the others, 
and we had a hard night of it 1 can 
assure you.” 
Several ’ others who were in the ac­ 
cident were next interviewed, but the 
statem ents made did not differ from 
thoflfl already narrated, and it ia evi­ 
dent that these are the true facts of 
the case.

Were all to his head and he appeared 
to have been struck a terrific blow on 
the forehead as the crown of his skull 
was pressed right back. 
His left 
hand was terribly scalded, the skin 
hanging from it in rags, and as this 
is the hand which grasps the lever, it 
shows that lie died a brave man, at 
tbo post of duty. 
Brooks was almost unrecognizable 
even to his most intim ate friends. 
His skull was cleft iu twain, and his 
face, nock and chest had been scalded 
in a frightful manner. 
He was all 
begrimed with coal dust, baying fallen 
Wiiii his head among the fuel. 
Along the track passed over by 
Westerfield’s engine after it was re­ 
versed, were scattered seats, windows, 
tim bers and car trucks, and it is 
miraculous how any of the men on 
the car escaped with their lives. Tho 
fact is that the pilot of 198 lifted it 
right up in the air, throwing the in­ 
mates in all directions, those left 
clinging to the seats, falling through 
after the car began to move. There 
wus 
great excitem ent at Newhall 
when the news of the wreck first 
reached

senger train had 
passed through 
for the South a short 
time pre­ 
viously,

The Santa Barbara 
southbound train was held over at 
Newhall, and there was m uch dis­ 
content among the passengers regard­ 
ing their treatm ent there, as they 
were unable to obtain any food at the 
hotel, and had to rem ain supperless. 
Judging by all the reports received, 
the work train was going at the rate 
of about 25 miles au hour when the 
catastrophe occurred, and was evi­ 
dently trying to make San Fernando 
in quick time. The wrecking train 
did some good work throughout the 
night, and by 9 :30 had a subsidiary 
track laid around the wreck, it being 
deemed impossible to clear the main 
line under four or five days. 
All of 
the men on the spot worked diligent­ 
ly, and Mr. Thompson was untiring in 
his efforts from the time of his arrival 
on the scene. W hen it was at last 
made available for trains to pass, 
there were three regular passengers 
from the north waiting, No. 19, No. 
29 (the Santa Barbara train) and No. 
17. They came down in procession 
to San Fernando, being preceeded by 
the wrecker, and after they had got 
away, and No. 20, which was 14 
hours late, had proceeded northw ard, 
the workmen returned to the scene. 
Westerfield’s body was brought down 
in the baggage car of the Santa Bar­ 
bara train, and at San Fernando 
Brooks' rem ains were also placed on 
board, and with its ghastly load the

These words, with a volley 
of other invectives, rang out in the 
quiet air of early yesiermorn and 
startled a H erald reporter who was 
writing at his desk in the office. H ur­ 
rying to the street the reporter was in 
tim e to hear the resounding thud cf a 
policeman’s club upon a human head, 
ami to see the blow given by a police 
officer, who was hustling about three 
citizens whom he had placed under 
afrest. The place of the assault was 
in front of No. 50 North Spring street, 
and as the reporter appeared on the 
scene one of the arrested men appeal­ 
ed 
to

citizens, 
who 
had 
been 
attracted 
to 
the 
spot 
by 
the 
violent 
threats 
and 
noisy demonstrations of the officer, to 
bear witness to the outrage being com­ 
m itted and to take note that none of 
his party were in anywise or way re­ 
sisting the officer or disturbing the 
peace. 
The officer, 
frenzied with 
rage, closed the appeal with a blow 
of his club upon the head of the man, 
which could be heard a block awa>. 
Cries of “ sham e” went up from the 
lips of the lookers-on, and one citizen 
said: 
“ This is an outrage which 
should be thoroughly investigated b\ 
the Police Commissioners and Chic 
C uddy.” Another said: “ Confisca­ 
tion of stars is now in order.” A 
third rem arked: “ We will have to 
form a citizens’ club to protect u‘ 
from the policem an's club.” 
One ©f the arrested men was Mr. 
Stoll, the well-known soda water man­ 
ufacturer of Sainsevain street. This 
gentlem an has been a resident of Los 
Angeles for many years and is one of 
the most peaceful and law-abiding 
citizens in the city. 
It appears that 
he and liis two companions had at­ 
tended a German society meeting and 
in going to their homes, in a jovial 
mood began, with the natural pro­ 
clivity of the music-loving German, 
the singing of a song. Met by the po­ 
liceman, they were told to “ shut up,” 
and expostulating with the officer as 
to their rights as citizens, were abused 
as told above. 
The'end of the disgraceful exhibit 
of police tyranny was that the blue- 
coa'ed bully called for assistance and 
two other officers responded. These 
entered into the brutality of the affair 
and the three'm altreated citizens were 
roughlv handled and “ run in .” At 
the Police H eadquarters the arrested 
men were immediately released upob 
bail to the am ount of ten dollars each 
It is likely that Mr. Stoll and his as 
sociales will not tamely subm it to a 
clubbing without catiae.

rem arked to the reporter that it seemed 
strange that the Salvation Army ma> 
make the welkin ring with their 
hym ning voices while a private citi­ 
zen lias his skull cracked for indulg­ 
ing in a jovial song.
